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Applicant argues that Fig. 3G clearly shows an actuator 70 being formed in a predetermined region of silicon layer 50. However, Fig. 3G 
only shows a silicon layer 50. The reference number "70" is not pointing to any specific part in Fig. 3G. Rather, with an arrow at the end 
of the line, it seems that the "70" is refering to the whole structure shown in Fig. 3G. Clearly, Fig. 3G does not show "the actuator 70 being 
formed in a predetermined region of the silicon layer 50." 

Applicant argues that "the original disclosure does not explicitly disclose that it is the fixed waveguides that are carried by the silicon 
layer," in page 7 of the amendment. However, the specification discloses "preparing a silicon substrate provided at a predetermined 
surface thereof with a waveguide connected with the optical signal transmission line" (i.e., fixed waveguide) (page 8, lines 21-24). Clearly, 
the specification does explicitly disclose that it is the fixed waveguides that are carried by the silicon layer. 

Further, the specification discloses that "forming a photosensitive structure the photo sensitive structure having a size substantially 
same as that of a waveguide connected with an optical signal transmission line" (page 8, lines 10-16); "preparing a silicon substrate 
provided at a predetermined surface thereof with a waveguide connected with the optical signal transmission line" (page 8, lines 21-24). 
(Also see page 10, lines 24-25 and page 11, lines 1-2.) Clearly, the specification does not disclose that a silicon layer carries a moveable 
waveguide. 
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
